system show that in 1908 the varl-
ous lines carried 141,659,543 pas-
sengers, and that not o passenger
wis killed as the resultl ol an ac-
cldent to a train,

The lines carried 11,844,413 few-
er puassengers than in 1907, a loss
of 7.4 per cent., hut the total of
passengers Injured in  train  acel-
dents was only 102, o reduction of
452, or 81.6 per cent, from 1907,
These figures include every ciase re-
quiring surgleal or wedieal atten-
tlon. Only aone of every 1,088,819
passengers carried was injured.

The number ol passengers travel-

ling a distance of one mile during
the year was 3,457,671,462, s0 that
for each passenger carrvied one mile
349,808,700 were carried in safely
to one injured.

The passenger Lrains in 1908
trovelled H8,440,449 miles. Frelght
trains wravelled 60,283,996 miles.

Of the subsidiary lines, Independ-
ently operated, the record of the

Long Island Railrond {8 most strik-
ing, That line carried in the year
23,242,538 passengers and only
seventeen were injured in train ac-
cidents, This line has been operat-
ed for fifteen years without a fa-
tality to o passenger due to a train
wreck,

Tobaceo and liguor should be
mvolded, as no man can get in bis
hest condition and partake of these

things; especially Is this true of the

The training should be  started
with long walks at a rapid gait with
freguent jogs, and the distance of
the jog should be gradually in-
creased until by the 15 of May every
contestant can salely jog at about
two-thirds his best speed the Tull
course of five miles without great
inconvenienceo.
